ADVISORY ACTION 

The applicants' response, which included cancellation of claim 15, filed 
1/25/2007 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has been considered but is 
not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance for the following reasons. 

Claims 1-4, 7-14, 18, 23 and 24 are now pending. 

In view of applicants' response, particularly cancellation of claim 15,the 112 first 
paragraph rejection and 101 rejection of claim 15 made in the previous office action 
have been rendered moot. However, the obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
made in the previous office action is maintained. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .1 30(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-4, 7-14, 18, 23 and 24 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-15 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,696,452. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the subject matter embraced in the instant

claims is an obvious variant of the subject matter taught in the claims of US 6,696,452. 
Note when R x is hydrogen, R 2 and R 2 form a benzo ring or pyridine ring with C-ring as 
substituted phenyl and R y an optionally substituted aliphatic group, the compounds, 
composition and the method of use with same mode of action taught by US 6,696,452 
overlap with the instant claims 1-4 and 7-15. 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office action except that the 
cancelled claim 15 is excluded from this rejection. Applicants' traversal by stating 
examiner had not made a prime facie case of obviousness is not persuasive. As noted 
above, the choices of various varible groups of US 6,696,452 overlap with those of 
instant claims. 

More specifically , applicants 1 attention is drawn to Table II, column 31-96, which 
includes the species of the genus claimed in the claims 1-15 of US 6,96,452. The 
compound 11-19, meets all the requirement of the instant claims with only difference of 
having benzo-fused pyrazole ring instead of pyrido-fused pyrazole ring. The definition 
of R 2 and R 2 permits pyrido ring. This is clearly exemplified in compounds II-98, II-99 
and 11-100. In addition Table shows the pyrido-fused pyrazole can bear hydrogen and 
fluorine as substituents. 

Thus, it would be obvious to one trained in the art to make compounds including 
those bearing a nitrogen in the indazole ring and expect those compounds to possess 
the use taught in the art in view of equivalency teaching outlined above. 

Hence, this rejection is maintained. 

Applicants should also note that claim 18 lacks effective amount.
